tion on our part. 

Then again it was our opinion that 
the line covered a greater mileage 
than necessary to successfully serve 
the rich territory to your north; and 
also that it did not touch some terri- 
tory needing a service of railway. For 
Instance, a line couid be extended 
north from one of the existing rail- 
ways serving the desired territory that 


would cut off at least a haulage of one 
hundred milles.
